Lorp Carnarvon hag laid it down that 
this Colony of Hongkong has been re- 
garded hitherto in the Colonial Office 
“as a placo per se to be dealt with on 
principles which might not be sanctioned 
elsewhere, The existing laws were in- 
deed introduced with the express object 
of providing for the Colony a security for, 


| person and property which was wanting 


previously, and whatever the actual 
causo, it is not denied that that security 
has, since those laws wore passed, been 
obtained.” It must be a source of gra- 
tification to obtain such a clear corro- 
tation of. the policy of government 
ntil the advent of Mr Pope 
Hennessy, has found favour with the 
various administrations within the me- 
mory of the older residents ; and we 
cannot but express our satisfaction that 
the ablest administrator that, Hongkong 
haa yet seon. (Sir Richard MacDonnell) 
should be go entirely exonerated from the 
paltry aspersions passed upon his policy 
by the present less able but more asser- 
tive head of the Executive during the 
last two years, ; 

The part played by the Colonial Sur- 
goon in the discussion raised here and at 
home, on tho effects of flogging on the 
lack, has been grossly exaggorated, - It 
is no doubt a fact that, coming as Dr 
Ayres did to this Colony with his Indian 
prejudices—where all floggings and can- 
ings are ‘laid on the hreech—he was im- 
pressed with the fact that flogging on the 
back is more apt to congest the lungs of 
a man so predisposed, than would a 
similar punishment on the breech. Me- 
dical mon who have been in India are 
proverbial for quoting their experiences 
and applying their favourite modes of 
action wherever they go. Nothing there- 
fore was more natural than_that the. Co- 
lonial Surgeon should seek to ventilate 
bis theory in this connection. It is now 
generally admitted that this was done 
incautiously ; and the- circumstances 


was: uttered gave to it an importance 
which otherwise would never have been 
attached to it, Mr Hennessy seized 
upon itas a Heaven-sent message which 
was destined to help him mightily in the 
furtherance of his favourite crotchets ; 
and the opinion, if such it may be ealled, 
instead of remaining (what it was) merely 
the impression of a busy medical man 
based upon a limited experience of 
the subject—as it was wisely permitted 
to remain -on being reported. to Sir 
Arihur Kennedy in 1876——it was trum- 
peted forth to the world as one of the 
crying evils of the cruel criminal system 
of Hongkong which Mr Pope Hennessy 
bad appeared to reform; Touching the 


case of Wong Akwai—one of those. 


harrowing instances of phthisis in the 
Gaol of which so much has been 
sought to be made—Lérd Carnarvon, in 
a despatch approving of that prisoner's 
release, saye— Under the circumstances, 
and whatever be the causes from which 
the disease originated, I approve of the 
action you have taken in directing his 
release.”. It is significant...that' -the 
opinion of the Indian Medical Board, 
under the presidency. of Sir Joseph 
Fayrer, K.C.S.L, called: for by Lord 
Carnarvon, should bear so atriking’a ré- 
semblance .to- the opinion given by ’ Drs 
Wells-and O’Brien on the -spot,.. And 
indeed: the history of this question is 
merely an illustration of the tendency 
shown by Mr Hennessy to look: only at 
one aide of a pubject, to magnify the facts 
in favour of his preconceived notions, and 
to ignore those onthe other side, .

LETTER FROM SCOTLAND..- 
(Prom an Occasional Correspondent.) . 
Edinburgh, - st. 23, 

-We are now getting into a more lively: 
coudition of affairs than when I last. wrote. 
the Court of Sessicn, our Supreme Court, 
re-assembled last week, other ten days will 
sve the University in full swinz, and the 
usual throng of autumn business is already 
growing apace. In connection with the 
opening of the Court 1 may remark that 
“‘our Lords” bave not done anything in- 
the way of regulating the publication of 
papers that are submitted to the Court in 
the ordinary procedure in regard to actions 
pending before it. before the Court rone 
tor the Recess there was some outery for 
steps in this direction, brought about 
chitfly by the appearance {n some newe- 
papers of statements of an extraordinary 
character affecting the private life of one of 
our subordinate judges,—a phe. iff substi- 
tute of a gounty town which in former days 
was visited on hia return journey from 
Presten by Prince Charlie of Jacobite 
memory. One morning the public were 
amazed by the appearance of atatemonts re- 
garding a petitjon on the part of the Sheriff 
substitute, in which if was said that his 
wife, after twelve years of matried lie 
with him-and the birth of three children to 
him, had gone over to the Church of Rome 
and had subeedeney gone: off to London 
without informing him of her intention 
thereto, Besides this, sho had taken with 
ber, said the impeachment, a daughter of 
18 years who also had been reogived into 
the Church of Rome, end. that too in the 
City of Rome where she had had a private 
interview With the Pope. Believing that 
his wife was in Edinburgh and his daughter 
in Belginm the sheriff asked the Court to 
enforce his right to custody of his daughter. 
then appeared a, rdport of. 4 summons by 
the wife to have the sheriff ordered to 
insure his life, or otherwise carry out the 
cunditions of his marriage contract by 
makiug provision for wife and family. 
The wife maintained that as the sheriff had 
uow an income of £1100 ho was able to 
provide in th.a manner for those of bis own 
house, and that his conduct had rendered 
it impossible for her to live in fumily with 
him. To this -his reply was that on 
account of the improvident expenditure of 
bis family he had fallen largely into debt 
and was unable to keep up insurance poli- 
cies. Not content with this case, the wife 
applied fop sepgration and aliment, In sup- 
port of this she made a serles of statements 
which, if true, were not illustrative of mach 
domestic felicity. Papers stating all these 
things had been lodged in Court, but ere 
any finding was given, ere both parties were 
beard on them, the whole affair was arrang- 
ed privately and all the statements were 
withdrawn, But in the meantime some of 
the allegations found their way into newspa- 
pers, and 80 strong was the feelivg in some 
quarters as to the undesirableness of such 
publication that a hope was eut-rtalped that 
‘che Judges would now issue some re, ule- 
tious in the matter, A Bishop bad not been 
‘killed ;. but a judye bad been buthered, At 
Present the arrangement or want of- ar- 
rangements as fy the relations cf the 
newspaper press to the papers produced in 
Court: are eminently unsatisfactory. By 
private influouce with the officials of Court 
cy the agents of litigants,.or rather the 
agents’ clerks, perhaps, & repurter may get 
hold of some of the numerous prints or 
papers, These are often strong ex parte 
productions: possibly never intended to be.

ter of a level or sovew .by which to force 
opposing parties toa compromise, One may 
aut hope quite to prove all he aays in them,

let, somé newspaper man get huld of one ;

the judges might fear some ‘* Act of Se- 
derunt” on the subject; but it has been 
decided this wock that the present law gives 
no “privilege” to any one who publishes 
during the initial stages of a case, state- 
ments contained in Vout papers. This 
involves in all probability a. heavy’ lors on 
an evening paper here. At the institution 
of a case they reported the substance of the 
summons, One-of the statements reflected 
on a Sheriff officer. He brought an aotion 
against the newspaper, in reply to which it 
was pleaded. that the publication of a fair 
report was ‘‘privileged.” The judge has 
decided against that contention; so that, 
in future, reporters will haye to understand 
they have no “privilege” in dabbling 
among fa‘se or filthy statements at the 
beginning of a case, 
action I have referred to, it only remaiua 
for a jury-to fix the amount of damages, 
Perhaps you have ere now’ got some ao 
counts of a discovery that some days ago 
scandalised maoy of the law-abiding sub- 
jects of Edinburgh—the discovery, I mean, 
that in thoir midst lad existed what they 
may fairly enoygh term a gaming" hell.”

in the Police Court forty were fined £5 
each, while the landlord’s bank was clearea 
to the extent of £3. A dozen or 80 more 
men were in the house, but these beiag in 
the emoking :00cms or actually playing til- 
liards were not troybled further than by 
baving their amusement stopped for the 


Fevening. From the nemes given to the 
police little information could be derived 


as to the classes frequentiig his institution;

An instance may 
be mentioned ; a young lad,-in the service 
of his father, a shop-keeper in town, bad 
tor some time been in charge vf the business 
books. _ He was missed from home on- 
night, only to be discovered in the police 
office waiting for his fine to be paid. fhe 
aroused suspicion, gud then his father founu 
that the profits of his business had been 
contributing ‘fblack mail” towards the 
support of this gambliug house or to keep its 
frequenters in’ “twine.” ‘the Wellington 
Hilnard Roomee-for as such it seems tu 
have been known—has-long enjoyed the 
repute of encouraging gambling; as many 
as a hundred have'been counted going intu 
at of a night, It was famiiiarly termed 
‘The Slaughter House aud Lattle Heli.” 
No liquor was supplied in it; the eiu was 
ita excuse for existences. But our new 
vhiet Uonstable Lau set his mark upon ir 
aud only waited histimy. It was *' lifted” 
on the last night of the horee races at 
Mussolburzh. Had it been tuken on the 
previous night, the number of captives 
might have been trebled.

But now Inepection ts the special business 
of no one, and al hough many boards do 
provide for it, there is a widespr-ad convic« 
tion that the educational: interests of the 
country would be greatly promoted by 
some carefully deviaed plan of tusap-ction 
when requested or welcomed by the School 
Boards, A number of informal confer- | 
ences have taken place between ministers 
and laymen holding thesa views and 
belonging to different religlous. deno- 
minations with a view to the formation 
of a national association fur the inspection | 
of religious ‘instruction in public schools 
according to the use and wont of Scotland ; 
and @ memorandum has been drawn. up of | 
the basis upon which auch an ‘association 
may be formed and its’ operations conduct 
ed. It is intended that the officers shall, 
when requested by sctool boarda, inapect 
the reli,ious teaching in accor acca with 
the practice in the previcua history of 
Souttish schools, A considerable subscrip- 
tion will be required from the public fur 
necessary and general expenses, even should 
the school boards that requést or welcome 
inspection pay for the work being done, 
but it is hoped that by local subscriptions 
or otherwiee boards atid teachers will be 
sided io maintaining this important part 
o instruction. With this view a ciroular 
has been circulated among the achou) 
boards of Scotland in order to ascertaiu 
their views and among. private individuals 
to elicit their support. It is signed by 
Lord Moncre:ff, who may be taken as re- 
presenting the t'ree Church, and Sir James 
Fergusson, ‘ex-governor of South Australia 
and now Tory caudidgte for North Ayr- 
shire, who-vf-course-r-presonts the Free 
Church’s mother-in-law—the Established. 
Much commotion has been caused by it 
amoug the “boards.” In many of their 
schools, as is well known, religious inatruo 
tion is imparted and is inspected by the 
clergy, #0 that the assuciation ‘is for them 
unnecestary, By some it is resented as 
“cheeky,” by others as encrosching on the 
‘province of the a:bool board, but I fauoy, a 
tot of the amaller towns will support it aud 
that the scheme will be flouted in some 
form, :

ORIENTAL BANK CORPORATION. 


The half-yearly mecting of the Oriental 
Bank Corporation was held on 24th Oct, at 
the Cannon-street Hotel; Sir William J. 
W. Baynes presiding. 

The balance-sheet for the half-year ended 
June 30th last, which we append, was taken 
as read, 

The Chairman said, in-compliance with 
the wish of sharebolders, there had been 
printed and cjroulated copies of the balance- 
sheet for the half-year, That was the firat 
oceasion on which it had been considered 
necessary to publish an interim balance- 
sheet, but theré were reasons why it was 
desirable todo so at thia time. The shares 
fioldera would observe ‘that the particulars 
were fuller than heretofore, and that the 
accounts had .been. examined and certified 
by the auditors. This, too, was an unusual 
Proceeding-at the end of the half-year, but 
the directors felt sure that it would be as 
satisfactory to the shareholders as to them- 
selves to have the accuunts efticiently veritied, 
and they had to thank the auditors for 
undertaking the additional task, the duties 
before having been the examinatiun of the 
accounts at the end of each year. His duty 
was to declare an interim dividend for the 
half-year of 1Us. per share, equal to 4 per 
cent, per annum, ‘on. the capitul of the. 
corporation. ‘This payment would absorb 
£30,000 of the protits, the balance of 
£11,784 being carried forward. In August 
last rumours were circulated injurious to 
the interests of the bank, and calling for 
notice, Just at that time information reached 
them that net profits would be sufficient to 
pay a dividend of 5 per cent, per annum, 
and it appeared to the Board that the beat 
refutativu was to publish this information. 
They did so, but so caretully as nut to 
pledge themselves to the. dividend, that 
being lett tor later information. He might 
say, however, that they would have paid 
the 6 per cent. dividend, but for the reasup 
that they had contracted for the sale of all 
their -Cnilian bonds, | (Hear,-hear.) The 
Sontract was made betore. the. reported 
capture of the. Huacar, or they might have 
obtained better terms. They hud also dis- 
posed of. the New Bouth Wales bonds, so 
that. the Government g¢ourities nuw only 
consisted of English and Indian Government 
seouritics, Although the meeting was only 
for the purpose of declaring a dividend be 
would notice a few matters of business. 
‘The deposits showed.a diminution, as was to 
be expeoted, ‘The business generally, -too, 
had been on a restricted “scale, as the ao-- 
counts showed, which was attributable in 
some degree to prudential measures on the 
part of their maneygers in keeping’ their 
treasuries fuller and reeouroes nearer at 
hand, Although the direvtora. believed the 
neovssity. was passing sway, the Board 
Fwould ior some time to come feel it’ their 
uty ta rather jmproye and strengthen the 


bank's’ po: ork for large 
dividends, The ‘prosperts of tinde’ were 
improving, Exchanges inthe silver market 
were more steady, and indications pointed 
‘toa higher value. At the April general 
meeting the intention had been announced 
of closing the Foochow branch and materially 
diminishing business at Shanghai and Hong. 

“ng, as well as making retrenchments 
clsewhere. The sphere of the- business had, 
in fact, been too extensive for, the capital 
and.the power of the direotora, The closing 
of the ‘African’ branch ‘had been in their 
minds, but if it had -beon announced: pre- 
maturely .the effect. would have been pre- 
judicial'to the business and to their carr ing. 
such agreemont aa they had been sie to 
make with the new bank in Africa on terma 
which the Board believed would be mutually 
advantageous. In dealing with this im- 


eeaeant ‘matter in the way. they had, they 
bod acted solely with. regard to the best 


interests of the bank and in perfect unison 
of opinion with their new colleagnes, | 
(Hear, hear.) Their object had been to 
bring the bank’s business into a more 
compact and manageable compnse, “It had 
been enid' that nothing had been seoured for 
the gocdwill of the African business; that 
was 4 ‘mistake, for though they had not 
Teceived any money, the arrangement had 
enabled them to get rid at once of their 
African freehold and leasehold bank pre- 
mises on fair terms, which otherwise might 
have remained on their hands for years, 
while from the day of transfer they had got 
rid of several heavy expenses, which must 
have run on, if.they had liquidated the 
African branch themselves. As it was, 
their business would wind up without 
expense, the new bank having arranged for 
all outstanding matters without charge, 

except ‘in special’ cases. Tho: new bank, 
well supported by directors of local interest, 
had. been safely Newaubed with every chanea’ 
of complete success, With regard’ to busi- 
ness generally, the directors were scrutinis- 
ing very ‘sedulously every particular and 


}item of expenditure, more particularly the 


cost of the estalishments, They had already 
effected considerable economy, and the re- 
sults would appear in due course. After 
referring to the retirement, in May last, of 
their late chief manager, Mr Patrick Camp- 
bell, atter an esteemed service of 32 years, 
the Chairman announced that Mr William 
Mather Anderson, a well-tried officer, in 
whom the Board had every confidence, had 
been promoted to the position. Half of his 
colleagues were new directors, but all were 
gentlemen of experience and ability, and 
though they had come as utter strangers, 


and unfettered by the previous policy of the | 


Koard, dnd irresponsible for everything in 
the past, it was a pleasure and a satisfaction 
for him..to be able to say that all were 
working in perfect accord. (Hear, hear.) 
He concluded by moving the payment of an 
interim dividend of 10s. per share. 

Dr. Mouat, while thanking the directors 
for their efforts, said that these were excep- 
tional times, and shareholders were bound 
to take exceptional remedies in the control 
of their, affairs. He thought the share-

approve of? He'did not say this by way of 
expressing the faintest shadow of reproach 
on the directors for withholding information, 
because he believed that they had given all 
the information that was” usual; but he 
thought the time had come when there 
should be a larger amount of information. 
foe | should know the cost of the working 
of the bank in its various branches, with 
the gross earning and the net profit of each, 
‘they should know the nature of the landed 
and other property of the corporation, and he 
thought, indeed, the same remark applied

Another Shareholder pointed out that tho 
debts secured by landed and” other property 
had deen increased by about £36,000. He 
had shown on a previous occasion that tho 
directors were nut empowered to advance 
money on landed or other property, but if 
they could not recover money on bills, they 
were empowered to take landed or other 
property as‘a farther scourity.
